He recites a conversation between Gen. Grant and 
several leading Republicans, who declared that 
Hayes was elected, to which Grant answered— 
“Gentlemen, it looks to meas if Mr. Tilden was 
elected.” This was on the morning of the moment- 
ous day.“ as Mr. Childs states it. To this Gen. 
Grant added—"1 would sooner have Tilden than 
that the Republicans should have a President who 
could be stigmatized as a fraud.” Mr. Childs might 
have given another conversation of Gen. Grant's on 
the gubject in corroboratios of the view he presents. 
Just before Grant started on his journey around 
the world, the writer hereof heard him discuss tbe 
sans question in Mr. Childs’ presence. Gen. Grant 
reviewed the contest for the creatién of the Elect- 
oral Commission aud the contest before and in the 
Commission very fully and with rare candor, and 
the chief significance of his view was in the fact, as 
he stated it, that he expected from the beginning 
until the final judgment, that the Electoral vote of 
Louisiana would be awarded to Tilden. He spoke 
of South Carolina and Oregon as justly belonging 
to Hayes; of Florida as reasonably doubtful, and of 
Louisiana as for Tilden.
